SILHOUETTES BY JOHN MIERS (ON PLASTER). 


Miers started his business career in Leeds by keeping a shop where he sold 
artists’ paints and materials. He began painting silhouettes as a side-line, sub- 
sequently making it his whole occupation. In December 1788 he left Leeds and 
came to London, where he set up asa painter of silhouettes, first at No. 162, 
Strand, later moving to No. 111, and after working in London for upwards 
of thirty years he entered into parnership with John Field. All Miers’ sil- 
houettes are in black, but after 1815 they are usually ornamented with gilt 
tinting. Those executed during the Leeds period are generally considered his 
finest work. He used three different printed trade labels whilst at Leeds. 
Silhouettes bearing any one of the Leeds labels are extremely desirable, and the 
first label of all, used whilst he was still keeping his paint-shop and doing sil- 
houettes as a side-line, is an extreme rarity.
